On  belialf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals, 
1  transmit  herewith  the  annual  rej^ort  of  the  department  for  tlie  year 
1920. 

The  Department  as  a  Whole 

On  February  1,  Mrs.  Juliet  \V.  Lissberger  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Board  for  the  full  term  of  seven  years  to  succeed  Mr.  James 
Kirke  Paulding. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Paulding  the  Trustees  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution. 

WHEREAS,  James  Kirke  Paulding  became  a  Trustee  of 
Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  on  February  1,  1902.  serving  as 
Secretary  continuously  until  February  1,  1920,  with  the  exception 
of  the  period  between  November  8,  1917,  and  June  1,  1919,  when 
he  was  engaged  in  Red   Cross  work  in  France,  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Paulding  gave  practically  all  his  time  to 
hospital  service  administering  the  exacting  duties  of  the  Secre- 
taryship; visiting  poor  patients  and  assisting  them;  aiding  in 
Social  Service  work  and  rendering  invaluable  special  service  in 
Gouverncur  Hospital  and  the  several  divisions  of  Bellevue  Hos- 
pital proper,  and 

\\'HEREAS,  The  many  kindly,  sterling  qualities  of  Mr. 
Paulding  endeared  him  personally  not  only  to  the  Trustees  but 
to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  in  his  hospital  work,  there- 
fore be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  we  register  our  deep  regret  that  Mr. 
Paulding  is  no  longer  associated  with  us;  that  we  will  miss  his 
genial  companionship  and  valuable  advice,  and  that  we  send  him 
our  heartfelt  wishes  for  the  many  blessings  he  has  so  richly 
earned. 


At  the  annual  meeting  on  February  10,  Dr.  John  Winters  Brannan 
was  re-elected  President,  and  Mr.  John  G.  O'Keeffe  was  elected 
Secretary, 

On  March  1,  Miss  Amy  Milliard  presented  her  resignation  as  General 
-Superintendent  of  Training  Schools,  and  the  Trustees  in  recognition  of 
the  splendid  service  rendered  by  her  in  the  department  accepted  the 
same  with  deep  regret.  At  the  same  time  Miss  Carrie  Brink  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  place. 

An  ap])ropriation  having  been  allowed  in  the  1920  budget  for  ad- 
ditional ambulances,  a  request  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
authority  to  purchase  these  in  the  open  market,  which  was  approved. 
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The  Trustees  authorized  a  request  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
permission  to  purchase  sugar  in  the  open  market  for  the  first  ([uarter 
of  the  year  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $10,000. 

Because  of  the  deficits  in  the  fuel  appropriation  amounting  tn  ap- 
proximately $47,500,  the  Trustees  requested  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
issue  special  revenue  bonds  to  cover  this  amount,  which  was  approved. 

At  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  the  Trustees  furnished  a  report  show- 
ing the  status  of  all  contracts  for  construction  work,  materials  and 
supplies  under  way  in  the  department,  a  copy  of  which  was  also  sent 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Accounts  and  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

The  employees  of  the  department  responded  generously  in  their 
subscriptions  to  the  Red  Cross  Drive. 

The  Trustees  approved  the  bill  of  the  architects  in  connection  with 
construction  of  pavilions  F  and  G,  amounting  to  $27,545. 

A  report  was  furnished  to  the  Mayor,  giving  the  names  of  persons 
connected  with  the  department  who  died  in  war  service  as  follows : 

Dr.  Sidney  H.  Morgan — killed  in  action. 

Dr.  Theodore  F.  Mead — died  as  the  result  of  wounds. 

Dr.  Rae  Wygant  W'hidden — died  as  the  result  of  wounds. 

The  death  of  Dr.  John  William  Severin  Gouley,  Consulting  Surgeon 
to  the  hospital  since  1897,  was  reported,  whereupon  the  following  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  adopted  : 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  JOHN  WILLI.\M  SEVERIN  GOULEY 
we  have  lost  the  services  of  one  of  our  most  distin.ijuished  sur- 
geons; the  sick  and  suffcrinc;  poor,  the  memhers  of  his  profession, 
our  nurses  and  attaches  a  dearly  beloved  friend.  Dr.  Gouley  had 
a  long,  useful,  eventful  and  unique  career  in  Bellevuc.  A  nieniber 
of  the  House  Staff  on  the  Fourth  Division  in  18S3-18.S4.  he  was 
appointed  Visiting  Surgeon  in  1859  and  served  in  that  capacity 
faithfully  for  thirty-eight  years  when  he  was  awarded  the  honor 
and  distinction  of  Consulting  Surgeon.  He  was  the  author  of 
many  standard  medical  works;  an  inventor  of  unusual  service  to 
his  fellow  surgeons  and  no  one  was  more  devoted,  useful  and 
inspiring  to  our  internes  and  students  than  Dr.  Gouley.  One  and 
all  we  deeply  mourn  his  loss. 

Because  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  maintaining  the  lios])itals 
on  account  of  shortage  of  help,  it  became  necessary  to  increase  the 
minimum  rate  in  the  hospital  helper  group. 

After  careful  consideration,  the  departmental  estimate  for  1921  was 
transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apjiortionment  and  provided 
for  salaries  and  wages  to  the  extent  of  $2,065,254.42,  and  for  suiiplies, 
equipment,  repairs  and  replacements  $2,257,164.00. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  .\])p(irtionment.  Dr. 
Arthur  M.  Wright  was  selected  by  the  Trustees  as  a  member  of  the 
New  York  City  Employees  Retirement  System  to  serve  on  its  Medical 
Board. 
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The  department  was  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  ot  the 
American  Hospital  Association  on  October  4th  by  Mrs.  Lissberger,  Mr. 
Wright  and  Dr.  O'Hanlon,  the  General  Medical  Superintendent.  At 
this  meeting  Dr.  O'Hanlon  was  elected  President  of  the  Association  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  General  Medical'  Su])erintcndcnt  reiiorlcd  that  tlu-  local  and 
state  Boards  of  1  leallh  h.id  infornuMl  him  that  it  was  chea])er  to  [jurchase 
anthrax  serum  directly  from  the  manufacturer  than  to  manufacture  it 
theiusehes.  The  Trustees  recommended  that  anthrax  serum  he  jun-- 
chased  in  the  open  market. 

At  the  explosion  in  Wall  Street  on  February  16  ambulances  from 
Bellevue  and  Gouverneur  Hospitals  responded  promptly.  Four  patients 
were  admitted  to  Gouverneur;  twenty  doctors  were  sent  from  Bellevue 
to  assist  in  dressing  of  cases.  Two  patients  were  admitted  to  Bellevue, 
one  of  whom  died  within  eighteen  hours. 

The  Trustees  note  with  profound  sorrow  the  death  on  December  10 
of  Miss  Carrie  J.  Brink,  General  Superintendent  of  Training  Schools. 
As  a  token  of  respect  to  Miss  Brink's  memory,  the  Trustees  unanimously 
adopted  the  following  niemoriam  and  ordered  a  copy  thereof  transmitted 
to  her  famil}-; 

IN  MEMORIAM 

The  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  .Mlied  Hospitals  herein  place 
on  record  their  heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  faithful,  efficient 
services  of  Carrie  J.  Brink,  who,  after  an  association  witli  us  of 
twenty-seven  years,  died  on  December  10th,  1920. 

Miss  Brink  jrraduated  from  Bellevue  Training  School  for 
Nurses  in  1893  and  shortly  afterwards  became  .\ssistant  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses.  Ten  years  later  because  of  her  remarkable 
skill  and  devotion  to  her  work  she  was  made  .Superintendent  and 
at  the  time  of  her  death  she  held  the  most  important  office  in  the 
nursinpr  profession  in  the  United  States — General  Superintendent 
of  Training  Schools  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals. 

Miss  Brink  exemplified  the  thought  that  nursing  is  a  vocation 
rather  than  a  profession.  She  was  zealous  and  efficient;  intensely 
human  in  her  sympathy  for  the  suffering  poor;  motherly  in  her 
care  of  the  nurses  under  her  supervision. 

Perhaps  one  of  her  most  noted  achievements  was  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Bellevue  Nursing  Unit  wdiose  work  in  France 
elicited  unbounded  praise  from  the  army  officers  in  command. 

Her  career  will  be  an  inspiration  to  all  who  had  the  privilege 
of  working  with  Iier  and  her  association  witli  us  will  long  be  held 
in  grateful  memory. 

To  her  relatives  we  send  sincere  sympathy  in  their  great 
bereaveniciU. 
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BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL 
General 

The  boat  "SdUthheld."  for  many  years  a  day  camp  Uir  tuberculous 
patients,  being  of  no  further  use  because  of  its  condition  was  disposed 
of  at  public  auction,  in  accordance  with  advice  received  from  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

At  request  of  the  Director  of  Laboratories.  Dr.  Charles  DarliuLjton 
was  given  the  title  of  Serologist  to  the  Hospital  without  salary. 

The  Barnum  &  Bailey-Ringling  Brothers  Circus  visited  the  hospital 
.\])r\\  24,  and  was  enjoyed  by  the  patients,  particularly  the  children, 
man}-  of  whom  were  from  the  allied  hospitals. 

The  Trustees  approved  the  request  of  Dr.  Arthur  M.  Wright  for 
permission  to  plant  trees  on  the  hospital  grounds  in  memory  of  the 
members  of  the  United  States  Base  Hospital  No.  L  A.  E.  F.,  who  died 
in  the  service,  and  recommended  that  former  internes  and  nurses  be 
similarl}-  honnred. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  general  complaint  from 
the  surgeons  of  the  hospital  regarding  the  catgut  that  was  being  sup- 
plied on  contract.  .\t  a  meeting  of  the  Medical  Board  it  was  the  con- 
sensus of  opinion  that  the  catgut  should  not  be  used.  The  facts  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Purchase,  and  in  the  meantime 
the  Purchasing  Agent  was  instructed  to  purchase  this  in  the  open 
market. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Bernard  Sachs  as  Consulting  Neurcilngist 
and  Alienist  was  presented  and  accepted  with  regret. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Ad.ministkation 

With  the  advent  of  caring  for  mental  defectives,  the  Director  of  the 
Psychopathic  Service  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  urL;ent 
need  for  additional  cpiarters  for  the  division.  As  the  proposed  psycho- 
pathic hosi)ital  under  the  State  Hospital  Commission  has  been  aban- 
doned the  need  for  the  City  making  immediate  provision  for  care  of 
these  patients  is  most  urgent.  A  site  now  used  by  the  Department 
of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  was  suggested,  and  was  referred 
to  a  committee,  which  reported  that  application  should  be  made  for 
transfer  of  the  land. 

At  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Laboratories  and  on  recommen- 
dation of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Trustees  adopted  a  plan  whereby 
the  clinical  services  .shall  be  permitted  to  use  the  ward  laboratories  to 
the  extent  of  their  capacity  and  that  the  various  divisions  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  conduct  advanced  research  work  and  teach  in  the  laboratory 
under  their  control  until  such  time  as  the  Central  Laboratory  can  furni.sh 
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sufficient  space  and  equipment  tn  replace  that  available  in  laboratories, 
the  Executive  Committee  <if  the  Medical  Board  to  determine  in  each 
case  when  such  time  has  arrived. 

The  Trustees  considered  the  admission  of  drug  addicts,  but  owing 
to  lack  of  facilities  it  was  impracticable  to  receive  this  class  of  patients, 
excepting  cases  that  in  addition  to  drug  addiction  are  insane,  mental 
defectives,  or  are  suffering  from  some  serious  physical  or  surgical  dis- 
ease, which  cases  are  to  be  received  only  for  temporary  care  and  dispo- 
sition. 

Because  of  the  large  attendance  in  the  clinics  for  massage  and 
electrotherapy,  additional  workers  were  necessary  and  the  General 
Medical  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  include  these  persons  in  the 
budget  for   1921. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Board  the  Trustees  approved 
a  request  that  cardiac  and  renal  cases  be  transferred  to  the  Ear,  Nose 
and  Throat  Service  directly  from  the  medical  wards  rather  than  have 
the  patients  go  home  and  come  in  from  the  outside. 

Building  M.atters 

Early  in  January  the  Trustees  authorized  payment  of  1%  of  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  contract  for  proposed  extension  and  alterations  to 
the  Nurses  Home  and  Training  School  in  the  sum  of  $35,000.,  and 
recommended  acceptance  of  the  plans  and  specifications  as  submitted 
by  the  architect. 

Final  jiayment  for  installation  of  two  motor  driven  washing  ma- 
chines also  was  approved. 

The  wings  of  the  Nurses  Residence  are  not  equipped  with  fire  es- 
capes. It  was  estimated  that  these  would  cost  approximately  $15.000.. 
for  wliich  funds  were  available.  The  Building  Comtnittee  has  this 
matter  under  advisement  to  be  considered  when  the  1921  budget  is 
prepared. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  pavilions  F  and  G  of  the  new  Belle\'ue 
Hospital  were  presented  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportioniuent 
on  February  6,  but  were  returned  with  the  suggestion  that  the  n:atter 
be  deferred  until  financial  and  business  conditions  were  better.  In  view 
of  the  urgent  need  of  continuing  building  of  the  new  hospital'  the 
Trustee  requested  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  cost  of  construc- 
tion of  the  shell  of  these  pavilions  which,  according  to  estimates,  would 
be  about  $2,800,000.  This  request  also  was  returned  with  the  same 
instructions. 

The  Trustees  considered  a  request  for  establishment  of  a  new  hos-

The  Board  is  in  sympathy  with  the  phm  ami 
has  referred  the  matter  to  a  committee  for  further  consideration 

XuRsiXG  Service 

During  early  part  of  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  increase  the 
minimum  salary  of  graduate  nurses  to  $72.,  a  month. 

Early  in  February  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
approved  our  request  for  permission  to  pay  $6.,  a  day  for  nurses,  which 
livlped   materially   in   meeting  the   demand   for   special   nurses. 

GOUVERNEUR    HOSPITAL 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Board  the  Trustees  approved  the 
segregation  of  cases  with  communicabre  diseases  such  as  influenza,  lobar 
]ineumonia.  etc. 

The  nurses  and  doctors  are  to  be  commended  for  their  devotion  to 
duty  in  the  epidemic  of  influenza  and  other  diseases.  There  were 
several  cases  of  these  among  the  staff  of  internes  and  nurses  but  no 
deaths. 

During  the  year  the  physicians  connected  with  the  Out  Patient 
Department  organized  a  society  known  as  The  Clinical  Society  of  the 
Out  Patient  Department  of  Gouverneur  Hospital. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Directors  to 
f.upply  clinical  instruction  to  the  members  of  the  house  staff  in  order  to 
furnish  the  training  which  this  .group  of  men  failed  to  receive  at  their 
medical  schools  owing  to  war  conditions. 

HARLEM  HOSPITAL 

Earl\-  in  [anuary  the  Trustees  approved  establishing  a  Board  of 
Health  station  for  collection  of  specimens  so  as  to  facilitate  and  expedite 
transportation  to  the  Department  of  Health. 

At  request  of  the  IMedical  Board  the  Trustees  authorized  re\  ision 
of  schedule  of  the  interne  service  from  twenty  men  for  twenty  months 
to  sixteen  men  for  twenty-four  months. 

FORDH.XM   HOSPITAL 

Bids  were  received  January  26  for  construction  of  wooden  buildings 
and  installation  of  additional  boilers  and  contracts  were  awarded  and 
work  iuMTiediately  started. 

The  contractor  for  installation  of  boilers  submitted  a  type  which  in 
the  opinion  of  our  architect  did  not  meet  specification  requirements. 
Several  communications  were  addressed  to  the  contractor  to  this  effect 
but  without  result.     After  due  deliberation  and  on  the  recommendation 


of  tlie  Builcliny  Cunuuittee,  the  Trustees  on  October  19  declared  the 
contract  uf  Chute,  Thornton  and  Bayley  Corporation  abandoned  and 
called  ujx)n  the  surety  to  complete  the  wurk.  As  the  surety  \vai\  ed  its 
i.ption  the  Trustees  authorized  re-ad\  ertisenient  of  the  \\<ivk  liut  no 
award  has  been  made.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

Aside  from  the  difficulty  experienced  in  securing  and  retaining 
the  required  number  of  nurse>  and  employees  to  carry  on  properly  the 
work  of  the  hospitals,  the  year  has  been  without  any  untoward  incident. 
On  account  of  the  continued  high  building  costs  and  lack  of  appro- 
I)riation  no  new  construction  was  undertaken  except  at  Fordham  Hos- 
pital where  four  portable  wards,  with  a  total  capacity  of  one  hundred 
beds,  were  erected.  The  contractors  were  much  delaxed  in  completing 
work  by  inability  to  obtain  supplies.  iWhen  construction  was  com- 
pleted, there  was  still  further  delay  because  of  a  proposed  boiler  installa- 
tion, adjustment  of  which  is  pending.  The  overcrowding  in  the  hospital 
is  excessive,  there  being  a  census  of  300  patients  in  wards  whose  normal 
capacity  is  175.  This  condition  increases  the  difficulties  of  administer- 
ing the  hospital.  The  Borough  of  The  Bronx  is  growing  rapidly  and 
its  citizens  have  a  right  to  the  best  hospital  facilities  possible. 

As  to  the  urgent  need  for  early  completion  of  at  least  Pavilions  F 
and  G  of  the  new  Bellevue  I  repeat  the  reasons  advanced  for  several 
years :  a  kitchen  three  blocks  away  from  the  wards,  with  necessity  of 
trans])i)rting  food  through  open  air:  an  .\dmitting  Office  frnm  \vhich 
acutely  ill  patients  must  be  exposed  to  all  kinds  of  weather  whiU-  Ijeing 
taken  to  medical  or  surgical  wards;  widely  separated  units  that  ulti- 
mately will  be  combined  under  one  head ;  therapeutic  departments  such 
as  hvdrotherapy,  electro-therapy,  phthisio-therapy,  occupational  therapy, 
all  most  valuable  and  needed  agencies  in  the  care  of  all  groups  of 
patients,  now  so  widely  removed  that  they  are  available  for  only  a  few, 
are  the  more  cogent  reasons  for  doing  something  in  the  way  of  addi- 
tional construction  at  the  earliest  date  possible. 

.A.n  extension  to  the  Nurses'  Residence  at  Bellevue,  and  an  Out 
Patient  Department,  providing  suitable  rooms  for  women  employees, 
are  provided  for  in  plans  drawn  more  than  a  year  ago.  A  new  home 
for  nurses  at  Gouveneur  Hospital  is  much  needed. 

Neponsit  Beach  Hospital  needs  an  extension  to  the  laundry,  a  play 
or  recreation  room  for  children,  and  suitable  quarters  for  nurses  outside 
the  main  hospital  building.  They  now  use  one  of  the  wards  remodeled 
for  the  purpose. 

In  the  .School  for  IMidwives  25  ])upils  completed  the  course  and 
were  given  certificates.  There  were  1.141  applications  at  the  clinic  from 
patients :  330  of  these  were  cared  for  at  the  School.  490  at  their  homes, 
while  the  IVlidwives,  under  supervision  of  the  Resident  Obstetrician, 
made  1,393  post  partum  calls. 

The  Dental  Clinics  maintained  at  each  of  the  hospitals  are  entirely 
inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  patients  in  the  wards  and  the 
demands  of  the  children  through  Social  Service  and  Out  Patient  l^e- 
partments. 
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The  Cardiac  Clinic  has  continued  to  grow  and  its  classes  ha\e  been 
extended  so  that  they  include  Hay  Fever  and  Asthma.  At  Bellevue  a 
class  for  Mental  Defectives  was  established,  and  at  Harlem  a  Mental 
Clinic. 

The  class  for  treatment  of  S\'j)hilis,  established  in  November,  1919, 
cared  for  20,692  cases  during  the  year ;  similar  classes  established  at 
the  allied  hospitals  show  correspondingly  large  attendance. 

The  effect  of  prohibition  on  the  community,  as  shown  by  the  ad- 
missions to  the  hospital,  has  been  interesting.  In  1917  we  admitted 
5,714:  in  1918.  2,439;  in  1919,  2,211.  and  in  1920,  2,312. 

Through  the  State  Charities  Aid,  additional  teachers  were  pro- 
vided for  Occupational  Therapj'  Classes.  This  work  is  being  extended 
throughout  the  various  services  of  the  hospital  and  is  proving  most  helpful.
